bers of the fly family which may be 
found in houses where such pests are 
tolerated, but tho ao-called house-fly 
Is by far tho moat abundant of al.l. 
This, p.3 you all know, Is tho medium- 
sized grayish fly1 which 
lights on 


everything1, and is found In every part 
of th'o house during the summer and 
fall seasons. The mouth of this fly 
is not fitted for biting, as many people 
Imagine, so If a fly bites you In your 
house, it Is probably the stable" fly, 
"which Is so much llko the common 
house fly that only an entomologist 
could distinguish the difference. 
Tho 


stable fly la provided with skin-pierc- 
ing instruments which the- house fly 
docs not possess. 


The proboscis of the house fly con- 


sists of a very peculiar folded trunk 
ending" In a double fold at the bottom 
which Is well bordered with hairs 
Tho folded sides of this lower portion 
are opened up when In operation, 
that a targe surface may be covered 
and "goodies" taken in by fly-whole- 
sale. Just above the end of this suck 
ing pad, aro seen two feelers, which 
readily reach tho surface on which 
the fly Is resting when the sucker I," 
folded up In front between them." Thi

Instrument, when viewed under a pow 
crful microscope, resembles a mixture 
of black and brown India rubber— 
and very likely can stretch about a 
much for its size too.

LY trouble Is present In .many 
city houses—and most country 
ones—-because those who Hvo In 
them do not know how to get 


rid of the pest—they accept their 
presence as a "necessary evil." 


There are quite a number of mem- 


bers of the fly family which may be 
found In houses where such pests are 
tolcniteii, but tho so-called house-fly 
is by far tho most abundant of all. 
This, ns you nil know. Is the medium- 
sized 
grayish fly which lights on 


everything, and Is found In every part 
of the house during the summer and 
fail seasons. 
The mouth of this fly 


Js not lilted for biUng, as many people 
Imagine, so If a fly bites you In your 
house, U Is probably the stable fly, 
which Is EO much like the common 
house lly that only an entomologist 
could distinguish the difference. 
The 


stable fly is provided .with sktn-plcrc- 
Ing Instruments which tho house fly 
docs not possess. 


The proboscis of the house fly con- 


sists of a very peculiar folded trunk 
ending In a doublo fold at tho bottom, 
which Is woll bordered with hairs. 
Tho folded sides o^this lower portion 
are opened- up when In operation, so 
that a largo surface may bo covered 
and "goodies" laken In by fly-whole- 
sale. Just r.bovc the end of this suck- 
Ing pad, aro seen two feelers, which 
readily reach the surface on which 
the fly is resting when tho sucker Is 
folded up in front between them. The 
composition of this really wonderful 
Instrument, when viewed under a pow- 
erful microscope, resembles a mixture 
of black and brown India rubber— 
and very likely can stretch about as 
much for its size too. The front or 
this instrument is at tho left. In which 
direction the feelers are pointing. 


On examining the' drawing cf a 


houso-fly's foot, which was made from 
a member of that c)nn, and not from 
tho Imagination, one may readily see 
abundant place for the resting, or hid 
ins. of germs galore amidst ail thos 
coardo, bristly hairs!
